W a s h in g to n , A ugust 15th.—T here was 
no little indignation expressed to-day by 
th e Senators having charge o f th e prepara­ 
tion of th e tariff bill, at th e double-leaded 
statem ent in a New Y ork daily to the effect 
th at it had been decided to abandon the 
tariff b ill on account o f th e expressed 
w ish of M r. B laine. 
S enator H iscock said to y o u r correspond­ 
en t : “ T here is nor th e slightest iounda- 
tion for th e story, other th an m ay exist in 
th e brain of th e correspondent w ho w rote 
it. 
A on m ay state, as com ing from m e, 
th a t th e tariff bill will be introduced, w ill 
be debated an d will be passed—th at is, by 
th e Senate, for of course I know n o th in g 
about w hat th e H ouse m ay do. F rom tim e 
to 
tim e 
stories 
have 
been 
printed 
about there being som e doubt as to w hether 
a tariff bill w ould or w ould no t be in tro ­ 
duced. and are q uite annoying. 
T here 
never has been any doubt about w hat 
w ould be done. 
A R epublican caucus was 
held a t th e residence ol Mr. E varts. and its 
decision was final. T he progress of th e bill 
has been very slow —indeed, m uch slow er 
th an any o f those w ho have u ndertaken to 
form ulate th e bill anticipated, b u t I can 
say th a ‘, as far as we h av e gone, we are 
w ell pleased.” 
Senator Jones, of N evada,w ho was sitting 
on th e other side o f the table, said : “ T he 
bill is alm ost com pleted now , an d it is not 
fair to presum e th at we are going to 
abandon th a t w hich has cost so m uch 
labor. 
M ost certainly not. 
In th e next 
place, I d o n ’t believe M r. B laine w ould 
presum e to give his opinion about a m atter 
w ith w hich he had n o th in g w hatever to do, 
an d 
w hich 
w ould 
unquestionably 
lay 
him open to criticism . 
T h e geutleruen 
hav in g th e preparation of th is bill in hand 
are fully able to handle th e m atter w ithout 
an y aid from th e D em ocratic pre 3s, or from 
other R epublicans.”

W a s h i n g t o n , A ugust 15th —Senator E d ­ 
m u n d s introduced a resolution in q u irin g 
in to th e am o u n ts due w hite depositors who 
w ere no t connected w ith th e m ism an ag e­ 
m en t o f the F reedm en's B ank. 
H is object 
in introducing th e resolution w as to show 
the equity of paying deserving w hite de­ 
positors of th e bank. 
T he resolution was 
laid over, on m otion o f Senator B eck. 
S enator S h erm an ’s resolution req u irin g 
th e Secretary of th e T reasury to furnish th e 
Senate inform ation regarding U nited States 
securities held by n ational banks, was 
agreed to. 
S enator M itchell reported favorably th e 
bill paying $6,000 to M . S. H elm an , of C an­ 
yon City, Or., for grain and flour iurnished 
th e U nited States arm y in 1871. 
H e also 
introduced a resolution requesting th e Sec­ 
retary of th e In terio r to fnrnish to th e Sen­ 
ate inform ation regarding th e P u y a llu p In ­ 
dians. in W ashington T erritory, an d a p eti­ 
tion from the citizens o f W ashington T er­ 
ritory praying for tw o new judicial districts. 
A letter was received from th e Secretary 
of th e In terio r tran sm ittin g inform ation 
regarding 
railroads 
w hich 
have 
been 
granted th e rig h t of w ay th ro u g h In d ian 
reservations. 
A bill was passed for th e reiief o f cc-rtain 
parties w ho paid $2 50 per acre for U nited 
States G overnm ent Sands, since reduced in 
price to $1 25 per acre, by A ct o f Congress, 
Ju n e 3:>, 1830. 
T h e fisheries treaty was th en taken up, 
and Senator M organ resum ed his speech in 
favor of it. 
H e said in answ er to rem arks 
m ade by tb s R epublicans, th a t m illio n s of 
m oney were no t m ade in S outhern in d u s­ 
tries, w hile m illions w ere as thick in th e 
R epublican party as pig tracks on th e com ­ 
m on highw ay. 
S enator T eller n e x t took th e floor and 
answ ered th e charges o f Senator M organ, 
regarding th e term s closing th e civil war, 
m ade in 
connection w itti 
his fisheries 
speech. 
S enator T eller said th at was the 
tim e for those Senators w ho ow ed th eir 
position to th e clem ency o f th e G overn­ 
m ent to have m ade otiier' term s, and Sen­ 
ators now on th e floor expected worse, as 
w as show n by th eir flight from th e coun­ 
try. 
H e th o u g h t th ey ought to be th an k fu l 
for the G overnm ent’s m agnanim ity. 
V est follow ed in a political apeech. in 
w hich he attacked H arrison an d th e R e­ 
publican parly on th e C hinese question. 
D oiph replied to V est, and denied th at 
H arriso n ’s 
record 
in 
Congress 
w ould 
show 
th a t he ever had been in favor 
of 
th e 
adm ission 
of 
C hinese 
labor 
in to this country. 
T he people 
of the 
Pacific 
Coast wTere no t to be 
deluded 
in 
this m atter. 
T hey understood th e 
policy w hich lay back of th e M ills bill, and 
w hich h ad inspired the P resid en t’s m essage. 
T hey saw th e great D em ocratic p arty w ith 
its arm s around th e great in d u strial stru ct­ 
ures of th e country, as Sam son had his 
arm s ato u n d th e pillars oí th e P h ilistin e 
tem ple, ready to pull it dow n over th eir 
heads, an d th ey were w illing to tru st the 
question of C hinese im m ig ratio n to th e 
R epublican party. 
M itchell also defended th e record o f 
H arriso n on th e C hinese question, and said 
th at th e only restrictive legislation on th at 
subject had com e from th e R epublican 
party. 
A llison said he desired to p u t in his m ost 
em phatic protest against th e attem p t m ade 
by Vest to draw a distinction betw een the 
tw o great political parties ou th e subject of 
C hinese im m igration. 
H e w ould say for 
h im self th a t after S enator's M orton’s re ­ 
port in 1878 or 1879, and after th e debate in 
th e Senate in 1879, h is rnind was ciear th at 
it was th e d uty of th e G ov ern m en t to ex­ 
ercise its undoubted pow er in th e m ost a p ­ 
p ropriate w ay, eith er by treaty or by legis­ 
lation, to secure th e prohibition o f C hinese 
im m igration. 
H e never varied for a m o­ 
m ent from th a t judgm ent. 
H e did not be­ 
lieve 
Mr. H arriso n —w ho, h e 
believed, 
w ould and ought to be elected to th e P resi­ 
dency—en tertain ed 
any different 
senti­ 
m ent. 
H e did n o t speak for M r. H a rri­ 
son. 
M r. H arriso n wa3 n o 
L illiputian 
candidate, b u t w as th e peer o f his accusers, 
from w herever they m ig h t com e. 
H e 
w ould defend h im self on alt proper occa­ 
sions as respected h is votes in th e Senate. 
T h e S enator from M issonri (VeBt) ought to 
know , and did know , th a t th e R epublican 
party was as vigorous au d strong on th e 
C hinese question as th e D em ocratic party. 
A llison presented th e conference report 
on th e arm y appropriation bill, w hich, 
w ithout being read, was oidered to be 
printed in the Record, to be acted on to­ 
m orrow .

W a s h in g to n , A ugust 15th.—T he H ouse 
w ent in to C om m ittee o f th e W hole on the 
fortifications appropriation bill. 
T he p en d ­ 
ing p o in t of order against th e section pro­ 
viding for th e establishm ent of a gun 
factory at W atervliet A rsenal was w ith ­ 
draw n bv T ow nshend, but renew ed by 
T u rn er of K ansas, an d overruled by the 
chair. 
N u ttin g of New Y ork offered an a m e n d ­ 
m en t appro p riatin g $500,000 for th e erec­ 
tion of a dry dock and proper m achinery, 
buildings and appliances, at som e p o in t on 
L ake O ntario for building and rep airin g 
arm ed ships. 
N utting said th a t in case o f trouble w ith 
E ngland th e greatest danger to th e U n ited 
States w ould be on th e n o rth ern frontier, 
at K ingston. 
A lm ost w ith in cannon-shot 
of th e shores o f th e U nited S tatet C anada, 
a dependency of E ngland, was b u ild in g a 
drvdock for the construction of w ar ves­ 
sels. 
F a rq u h a r of New Y ork d eclared th a t th e 
State of New Y ork, in d ep en d em lv o f o th er 
States, w ould tak e a contract to 'tak e care 
of C anada an d h er five m illions in sid e of 
s ix ty days. 
B utterw orth earnestly 
denounced ihe 
action of th e Senate in am ending th e a m i v 
appropriation bill bv providing for fortifiea- 
ti- n.« in contravention c f w h r it tn p w to 1 
De th e rule? of (h e H ouse. 


N u ttin g 's am en d m en t w as ru led out of 
order, bu t th e discussion w as continued by 
un an im o u s consent. 
N elson of M innesota said th e C auadian 
Pacific R ailroad scare had been started at 
th e o th er end of th e Capitol and had found 
its echo in th e H ouse to day. H e proceeded 
th en , w ith th e aid o f a large m ap and C3ne, 
to point ou t th e railw ay system w hich the 
en terp risin g an d 
energetic m en o f the 
N orthw est had b u ilt up iu order to tran s­ 
p o rt th eir products to the seaboard, and he 
appealed to th e H ouse to let th a t system 
alone. 
G entlem en in th e E ast m ight be 
afraid of C anada, b u t M innesota could take 
care o f all ot C anada west o f L ake S u ­ 
perior an d m ake it a suburb of St. P au l and 
M inneapolis. 
A fter som e fu rth er talk in th is strain 
B ayne o f P en n sy lv an ia offered an a m en d ­ 
m en t, providing th at th e gun factory p ro ­ 
vided ior in th e bill sh a ll be established at 
A lleghany A rsenal, instead o f at W atervliet 
A rsenal. 
Dalzell of P en n sy lv an ia suonorted the 
am endm ent. 
D ockery of M issouri advocated an am end­ 
m e n t for th e erection of a gun factory at 
L iberty A rsenal, in M issouri. 
It w as) he 
said, in th e b an n er D em ocratic county ot 
h is district, an d at th e hom e o f his R epub­ 
lican com petitor. 
H e declined tc answ er a 
question by K ilgore o f Texas, if it was 
necessary for h im to get his appropriation 
in order to defeat his com petitor. 
D ockery’s am en d m en t was defeated, as 
w as also th a t offered by B ayne. 
O n a point of order raised by T ow nshend 
th e section providing for th e ap p o in tm en t 
of a B oard of D efense and ap propriating 
$2,477,670 to m eet the expenses o f the 
B oard, and for th e purchase ot tw elve six ­ 
teen-inch steel guns an d tw elve inch cast 
iron guns, w as ru led out. 
T h e com m ittee th en rose aud reported 
th e bill to th e H ouse. 
T he previous question was ordered on its 
passage, and th en the bill w ent over u n til 
to-m orrow . 
A djourned?

W ashington. A ugust 15th.—T h e R epub­ 
lican Senators held a caucus to-night at the. 
residence of S enator C handler, th at was of 
th e greatest im portance. 
It has been re­ 
ported for several days p ast th a t th e R e­ 
publicans w ere unable to agree upon a su b ­ 
stitu te tor th e M ills bill, and th at th e ou t­ 
com e of Ihe agitation w ould be th a t no 
effort w ould be m ade by th e m ajority of 
th e Senate to pass the b ill th a t th e sub­ 
com m ittee of th e Senate F in an ce C om m it­ 
tee has been at w ork upon for th e past two 
m onths. 
T h e caucus to-night show ed th at there 
was opposition to th e F in an ce C om m ittee 
b ill from certain quarters, but n o th in g 
transpired to indicate thai a final an d h a r­ 
m onious agreem ent w ould n o t be finally 
reached. 
On th e contrary, it was u n d e r­ 
stood that a b ill w ould be presented w hich 
every R epublican S enator couid support. 
S enator Jo n es of N evada, in a speech de­ 
livered ju st before th e ad jo u rn m en t of th e 
caucus, told his hearers th a t if an y of them 
w ere w illing to abandon th e principle of 
protection to A m erican industries thev had 
b etter go straig h tfo rth into th e D em ocratic 
p arty , an d his speech w as greeted w ith en ­ 
th usiastic applause. 
T h e caucus decided th at before ad jo u rn ­ 
m en t th e S enate sh ould take action upon 
th e labor bills, pension legislation, a p ­ 
p ropriation bills, C hinese legislation and 
th e lan d grant forfeiture bills. 
A n o th er caucus w ill be held w ith in a 
few days to d eterm ine th e exact order of 
business. 
It is believed th a t th e tariff bill 
w ill be reported to th e S enate n ex t week. 


D IS C O R D A N T N A T IV G s. 


M a n y S ta te D e le g a tio n s W ith d ra w fro m 
th e A m e ric a n C o n v e n tio n . 
W ashington, A ugust 15th.—T here were 
ab o u t one h u n d red aud fifty delegates and 
visitors at th e reassem bling of the A m eri­ 
can party C onvention th is m orning. 
T he 
C om m ittee on P latform an d P erm an en t 
O rganization m ade its report and th e circus 
began. 
T h e m ajority of the com m ittee reported 
in favor o f contin u in g th e tem porary or­ 
ganization, w hile th e m in o rity desired th at 
C hicago sh o u ld have th e P erm an e n t C hair­ 
m an and New Y ork be allow ed to select 
th e candidate of th e C onvention for Presi­ 
d ent. 
A fter a long w rangle, in th e course o f 
w hich W iggm ton attem pted to p o u r oil 
u p o n th e troubled w aters, th e report of the 
m ajority of th e com m ittee was adopted. 
T w o platform s were then presented, th e 
essential points of difference being th at the 
m ajority report favored th e repeal of all 
n atu ralizatio n law s, w hile the m inority 
favored five y ears’ residence, as th e condi­ 
tion precedent o f n aturalization. 
T he m i­ 
n o rity declared in favor of reading th e 
B ible in th e public schools, b u t th e m ajor­ 
ity was opposed to this. 
T he C onvention took a recess until 1:30 
f . m ., w hen a letter from ex-C ongressm an 
N egley of P ennsylvania was read, express­ 
in g his sym pathy w ith the A m erican party 
m ovem ent and his approval of th e plans of 
th e C onvention. 
A s Negley is spoken of as 
a possible nom inee of th e C onvention, his 
letter was construed to m ean th at he w ould 
accept th e nom in atio n if it w as tendered 
h im . 
. 
S. E. C hurch ot New Y ork read a long 
address on crim es and th e purposes of the 
A m erican party. 
T h e w rangling w as th en resum ed upon 
th e basis of representation. 
T h e fight is New Y ork against the field. 
N ew Y ork is represented w ith seventy- 
eig h t votes an d h er delegates o u tn u m b er 
those of ail th e o th er States represented.

T H E LESSON 
OF JA C K SO N V ILLE. 


The people of the country entertain 
profound sympathy for the citizens of 
Jacksonville, Florida. That city and its 
suburbs are noted summer and winter re­ 
sorts. 
The climate of Florida is of an 
equable character in all seasons and the 
natural attractions of the region are very 
strong. 
But yellow fever has become epi­ 
demic about Jacksonville and as a result 
the people are fleeing in all directions in 
the utmost terror. 
No one who has not 
passed through such an experience can 
form any adequate conception of the awe- 
fulness of a visitation by yellow fever. 
War does not make greater havoc, and 
an extended siege would really do no more 
injury to the business interests of a city 
than assault by the plague of fever. It 
unsettles confidence in the place for resi­ 
dence, and very effectually turn3 the tourist 
class in other directions. 
It is altogether probable—indeed, w’e 
saw it so stated not long ago—that the 
sanitary economy of Florida cities and 
towns has not received that attention 
which should be bestow’ed in places that 
are advertised as heal.th resorts. 
It has 
been demonstrated that by proper sanitary 
¡precautions, it is possible to reduce the 
danger from yellow fever to 6uch a mini­ 
mum as will render its assaults not greatly 
dangerous to any locality short of a south­ 
ern swamp. 
By proper drainage, destruc­ 
tion of offal 
by cremation, by 
rigid 
quarantine 
against 
the 
plague 
and 
by 
isolation 
of 
cases of fever, 
the 
disease can be so held at arm’s length as 
not to greatly menace the reputation of a 
city. 
We of California are enabled to now 
realize what a terrible blow to this State 
would bo invasion by yellow fever or 
cholera. 
We have but to glance at the 
dispatches from Jacksonville to get an 
idea of what such an assault means. Busi­ 
ness is suspended ; 
all hotels and restau­ 
rants are closed; every person who can get 
away has Ued from the stricken city; 
financial interests are imperiled by the 
heavy calls upon the banks ; food supplies 
have ceased to come in ; 
the poor are be­ 
ginning to sutler for necessaries; a pall of 
distress and woe overhangs 
the city 
stifling clouds of smoke sweep through the 
streets from tar and sulphur fires built, 
three and four in every block, in the hope 
to kill the germs of the disease, while the 
heavy booming of cannon all day long 
speaks of the eftort to stay the pestilence 
according to the “ concussion ” theory. 
If 
the destroyer is not soon driven out rioting 
will be born of distress, and already there 
is talk of martial law being declared. 
It 
is a fearful picture; 
it reveals to us unut­ 
terable woe and immeasurable financial 
distress, ruined business, crushed indus­ 
tries, and a stoppage of the wheels of prog­ 
ress. 
It will take years to restore confi­ 
dence fully in Jacksonville, and to win 
back those who have contributed so greatly 
to her [prosperity in the past, while half a 
decade will scarcely suffice to put the busi­ 
ness of the city upon its old-time founda­ 
tions. 
California should learn her lesson well 
from the experience of Florida. tShe is 
exposed every now and then to the threat 
of fever and cholera; her intimate and 
frequent 
communication 
with 
Asiatic 
countries and her commerce with the 
south coast make it possible for her to re­ 
ceive either disease. 
If either reaches 
her hot valleys, the injury to the State 
would be simply incalculable. 
Yet there 
is probably no portion of our common 
country where so little precaution is taken 
against the [possible introduction of pesti­ 
lence, and where so little expense is called 
for to protect it. 
Sanitary science in 
California cities has 
received less at­ 
tention than in any other State of the 
Union, while our quarantine regulations 
are scarcely more than farcical. 
We have 
a make-believe system of quarantining 
that is really often an invitation to the 
spread of pestilence, which, while it has 
not stricken vs as yet, may do so at auy 
time. 
There are four harbors upon our 
coast which ships from foreign ports may 
enter. 
In but one of these is there any 
provision for quarantining. 
That is at 
San Francisco; but there it is simply a 
regulation that keeps a stricken band of 
voyagers together upon the ship to breed 
the disease and scatter it upon the inland- 
blowing winds. The quarantine stations, 
instead of being remote, .are upon the 
shore lines of the most thickly settled sub­ 
urban counties, and all but within hailing 
distance of ferry boats crowded every hour 
with passengers. There is no provision 
whatever, as in Epain, Italy and France, 
for ascertaining the state of the health bill 
of the ship while -outside of te e port, or 
for preventing entrance in case the 6hip 
bears a plague towards us. 
The proper system.would be din etly op­ 
posed to bringing .a cholera or fever- 
stricken crew into Ban Francisco t harbor. 
It is possible to provide otherwise,, but all 
[•reparations now snaking look lo the 
establishment of a quarantine station and 
hospital in the very -Beart of suburban 
population, and in a bay traversed almost 
as much as the streets.of the metropolis. 
When cholera or fever infected ships ap­ 
proach 
Italian or Spanish port they are 
kept at a distance until the afflicted c&x 
be removed to a remote spot and the ship 
be thoroughly cleansed an I fumigated 
Only in danger from stress of weather is; 
the ship first brought into the harbor of a 
metropolis. 
Unfortunately for California 
there is no near shelter for large ships that 
arrive off the Golden Gate, lad neverthe­ 
less, save in storms, it would lee .possible to 
remove pestilential cases before -entry, and 
sequester them upon remote co.a^f licad- 
iands. 
Besides these considerations tieqee are 
those all important ones that address them­ 
selves to the sanitary conditions o í <our 
towns and cities. 
That there is a gicat 
deal of neglect in this matter of making 
our streets, alleys, drains «nd highways 
clean and keeping them so, and in enforc­ 
ing sanitary regulations upon household­ 
ers is undeniable. 
We 
have an un­ 
equaled climate and a powerful health 
auxiliary in atmospheric currents and 
desiccating dryness. 
But these do flut 
jqstify us in neglecting ordinary artificial

Lawrence Powers, convicted of an at­ 
tempt to rob in San Francisco in May, 1887, 
and sentenced to two and a half years im­ 
prisonment in the House of Correction. 
The application for pardon is signed by 
many prominent business men of San 
Francisco, by Hou. John Hunt, Superior 
Judge, Judge Joseph Kirk, Assistant Dis­ 
trict Attorney, and by ten of the jurymen 
who tried the case. The remaining two 
jurors could not be found. Said Powers at 
the time of his arrest, and for ten years 
previous thereto, was in the employ of the 
Pacific Mail Steamship Company’, in the 
capacity as oiler, and had always borne the 
reputation of being an honest aud indus­ 
trious young man. 
James Cochrau, convicted of murder in 
the second degree, in Kern county, in 
December, 1881, and sentenced to thirty- 
six years imprisonment. It appears by the 
papers filed in this case, that the crime of 
which Cochran was convicted was com­ 
mitted one night on or about October 20, 
1881, while a mob of armed and drunken 
men were in the act of taking a prisoner 
from the jail in the town of Kernville, for 
the purpose of lynching him, and in the 
contusion attendant upon the attempt, a 
Deputy Sheriff, one Mitchell by name, was 
shot and killed. As great doubt exists in 
the minds of many of the citizens of Kern 
county as lo the guilt of the prisoner, and 
personal letters from Hon. R. E. Arick, 
Superior Judge of Kern county, and George 
Venable Smith, ex-District Attorney, con­ 
firm me in the opinion that the sentence 
was excessive in the extreme and under 
the circumstances was unwarranted. His 
sentence is therefore commuted to fifteen 
y’ears. 
Ralph Bull, convicted of grand larceny 
in Modoc county in December, 1885, and 
sentenced to five years’ imprisonment. The 
crime for which this young man was con­ 
victed consisted of the seiiing of a horse 
and cart hired bv him from a livery stable 
in Ahuras while under the influence of 
liqnor and bad c-impany, and at the time 
was but 18 years oi age. liis petition for 
clemency is signed by numerous well- 
known citizens of Modoc and Piumas 
counties, among whom arc Hon. R. H. F. 
Varié!, Hon. J. D. Goodwin, F. G. Hail, 
editor of the Greenville Bulletin, aud a 
former schoolmaster of the young man, 
and is especially recommended by Hon. G. 
F. Harris, Superior Judge of Modoc county, 
who states in a personal letter to me that 
evidence has been brought to light since 
the trial which, had it been prodnced at 
¡he proper time, would have materially 
lightened the young man’s sentence. It is 
my belief that a shorter term of imprison­ 
ment will fully subserve the ends of jus­ 
tice, and by this act of clemency the 
petitioner may bo led to sooner restore 
himself to his former good standing. His 
sentence is therefore commuted to four 
years. 
Edward E. Howe, convicted of disturb­ 
ing the peace in June, 1888, in Los An­ 
geles county, and sentenced to the County 
Jail fir 120 days, is pardoned. The appli­ 
cation in behalf of said Howe for pardon is 
signed by many prominent citizens of Po­ 
mona and vicinity, by Hon. James Wright, 
the sentencing Justice of the Peace, and 
Hon. M. B. Harrison, Assistant District 
Attorney, who prosecuted the case. Also 
letters from the jailer of Los Angeles 
county, showing that Howe is in a feeble 
state of health and cannot bear without 
great danger to his life the remainder of 
his sentence. 
His crime consisted of a 
mere breacii of the peace while under the 
influence of liqnor, and in my opinion his 
sentence was unduly severe. 
Frank Daley and Frank Golden were 
convicted in Sacramento county of grand 
larceny in October, 1884, and sentenced to 
the State Prison for a term of nine years 
each. They 
were 
both 
boys of 
18 
or 20 years of age. They pleaded guilty to 
the crime of grand larceny, which consisted 
ot the taking a horse, saddle and bridle, 
the property of T. D. Scriver, a livery- 
stable keeper on Fourth street, between I 
and J, and which appeared to have been 
more the result of a boyish escapade than 
of any criminal intent. " The petition ask­ 
ing for clemency is rigned by many promi­ 
nent citizens aud business men of Sacra­ 
mento, among whom are Timothy Leo, 
Chief of Police; W. B. Hamilton, County 
i Jerk; Rev. Thomas Grace, M. M. Drew, 
Sheriff: T. I). Scriver, the victim of the 
crime, and others; and 
the pardon is 
earnestly recommended by Hon. J. \V. 
Armstrong. Superior Judge, who passed 
sentence npon the prisoners, and who gives 
strong and cogent reasons fur his course in 
the premises. Their sentences were com 
muted to seven vears.
